jury against two men and two wo m­ 
en alleged by witnesses to b e at the 
head o f a comb ination of keepers of 
questionab le resorts in the old tender­ 
loin which has b een called “the vice 
trust.'’ The indictments nam e Mortche 
Goldb erg, Rosie Goldb erg, his wife, 
Louis Goldb erg, not related to the 
first, 
and 
Gussie 
Cohen. 
Mortche 
Go ldberg is said to b e on his way to 
Buenos Ay res, where Samuel Levine, 
an employ e of tb e group, is said to b e 
already . 
Louis Goldb erg is supposed 
to b e in Paris. 
The whereab outs o f 
the others is not known to the prose­ 
cutor’s office. 
The indictments charge the four 
with running questionab le resorts, a 
misdemeanor. 
The 
testimony 
on 
which the indictments were b ased was 
given b y two women, who were con-- 
victed last Friday of running similar 
resorts. They said that they were em ­ 
ploy es of the comb ination, each run­ 
ning one of the thirty separate resorts 
in the city alleged to b e the property 
of the sy ndicate. 
In addition to the 
thirty places, the district attorney ’s [ 
investigators say that the group has 
an interest in thirteen other resors. 
The witnesses told a detailed story 
of the operations of the group. 
They 
said that each resort contained ab out j 
forty women, and all were operated on 
the same plan, opening at 8 o’clock at 
night and closing at 4 o’clock in the 
morning. After the closing hour, they 
said, the heads of 
the group went 
around collecting the proceeds. 
The 
individual 
women 
received 
half of 
their earnings, the witnesses said, and 
added that at the height of the sy ndi­ 
cate’s prosperity it controlled 1,600 
women. 
Prom figures given b y the 
witnesses, who later went b efore, the 
grand jury , and from other informa­ 
tion. the district attorney ’s men com­ 
puted the gross income of the string 
o f resorts roughly at $360,000 a month, 
o f which half went to the women them ­ 
selv es. 
Out of the remaining $180,- 
000 a month, they figured. $1.000 a 
month for each resort, or $30,000 a 
month in all. went for police protec­ 
tion and there were various other ex ­ 
penses which, however, left close to 
$116 ,000 profit.
